SHERIFFS BATTLE 


WITH MOBO 2,000 


Three Dead, “Seven Injured in 
Perth Amboy Strike, 


Strikers Fired Upon as They 
Try to Storm Plant of the 
American Smelting Com- 
pany—Trouble Starts With 
Deputies’ Arrival. 


N. J., June 14.—Two 
sheriffs, heavily 
tonight 2,000 


Perth Amboy, 
thin lines of deputy 
armed, held at bay 
strikers who tried to storm. the 
$5,000,000 plants of the American 
Smelting and Refining Company and 
the ‘Barber Asphalt Works adjoining, 
while searchlights, atop high towers, 
played upon the rioters. Two hun- 
dred shots or more were fired by the 
deputies at the mob which gathered 
behind the 10-foot embankment of the 
New York and Long Branch railroad. 
When the firing ended, one man, & 
strike sympathizer, lay dead, and sev- 
eral of the mob were injured. 

Three Dead, Seven Injured. 

The net result of the day’s rioting 
stands tonight at three dead and 
seven injured. Of the dead one was a 
striker, one was a man at work, and 
the third wag the night watehman at 
the Perth Amboy Tobacco Company’s 
plant. The injured are all strikers 
except Sheriff Bollischweiler, who was 
stoned as he was patrolling the dis- 
trict in hig altomobile. 

Six men are under arrest, charged 
with carrying concealed weapons and 
inciting to riot. 

Trouble started with the arrival to- 
night of a squad of fifty deputies on 
the roadway opposite the refinery. 
They had scarcely set foot upon the 
ground before a mob of 2,000 men was 
upon them. The deputies shot first 
and then investigated, After smash- 
ing as many heads as possible with 
their night sticks, they fired a volley 
into the air. This was greeted by a 
hail of missiles, and a few seattering 
shots. aud

Chicago, June 14.—Mrs. Louis Lin- 
dorf, 43 years old, was arrested by 
the police today pending the investi- 
gation of the deaths of her two hus- 
bands and three children, one of 
whom, a son, died today. The five are 
said to have carried insurance 
amounting to $190,650. 

Henry Kuby, a roomer at the Lin- 
dorf home, also was taken into cus- 
tody. The police said it was improb- 
able that a charge would be placed 
against him, but they desired to ques- 
tion him. 

The arrests followed a chemical ex- 
amination of the viscera of Arthur 
Lindorf, 15 years old, by Dr. R. S. Le- 
Count and Coroner Hoffman. The boy, 
who was insured for $3,375, was sup- 
posed to have died of pancreatic trou- 
ble, but Dr. LeCount became suspi- 
cious and notified the police.

Roosevell's Trip to Chicago 
Brought to Temporary Halt 
By Accident 


REPORTED THAT THO BOYS 
PUT OBSTRUCTION OW RAIL 


Damage Proves Slight and Oc- 
currence Does Not Draw 
Ex-President From  Seclu- 
sion of His State Room, 
Where He Chats With 
Members of His Party. 


Albany, N. Y., June 14.—A large 
boulder in the path of the train which 
is bearing Colonel Theodore Roosevelt 
to Chicago brought his journey to an 
abrupt halt less than an hour after it 
began at 5:30 p. m. today. The train 
was Bowling along at a high rate of 
speed, when 2 miles north of Tarry- 
town.-it came to a sudden stop, with a 
series of jolts and the crunching of 
brakes. The accident, fortunately, was 
not serious; but it delayed the train's 
arrival an hour at Albany. The train 
reached here at 9:55 p. m., and left for 
the west at 10:28 p. m. 

Colonel Roosevelt sat quietly in his 
state room during the halt down the 
river, without coming out to inquire 
the cause of the delay. 

“I did not Know what had happened 
until it was all over,” he said. “I won- 
dered at the long delay, but had no 
idea what the cause was.” 

Remains in Seclusion. 

The ex-president remained in seclu- 
sion during the trip up the Hudson, 
reading or chatting with Mrs, Roose- 
velt, except when he went to the

UE TRIALS WANTS 
ADAMSUN'S BILL 
Prefers It to Canal Bill Before 
the Senate, 


Big Ditch Builder Keenly Dis- 
appointed at Status of Leg- 
islation in Congress and 
Thinks Proposed Organiza- 
tion Will Be Impossible.

Washington, June 14.—(Special.)— 
Colonel George W. Goethals, the man 
who is building the Panama canal, is 
keenly disappointed at the status of 


canal legislation in congress, He be- 
lieves it will be impossible to operate 
the canal with the organization pro- 
vided for in the bill just reported to 
the senate. 

Sitting in the gallery of the senate 
chamber today, Colonel Goethals dis- 
cussed with a reporter of The Consti- 
tution the defects inthe senate bill 
quite frankly. . His preference is for 
the Adamson bill. He expressed re- 
gmret that politics had entered into 
the framing of a measure for the 
opening and operation of the canal. 

“I have no personal interest in the 
organization provided by congress for 
the operation of the canal, except a 
Gesire to see that my successor has 
one that will be effective. When the 
cana] is finished my work will be 
through. 

“One objection to subStituting a new 
commission of three members, one of 
whom shall be an army engineer, one 
a doctor, and one a civilian, is that it 
will be impossible for the head of the 
commission ever to get away. It will 
not be practicable to leave the direc- 
tion of the works to the doctor or the 
civilian. There must be one direct- 
ing heed for the whole enterprise, but 
@ number of trained men are needed 
to carry it on. An engineer must al- 
ways be on duty in case of an emer- 
gency.’ /

0, C. Walton Kills His Unele 
and Cousin, 


Shooting Was in Self-Defense, 
According to Witnesses--As- 
sailant Not Arrested— The 
Participants All Prosperous 
Planters. 


Greenville, Ga., June 14,—(Special.)— 
Following a family feud of many years 
standing, O. C. Walton, a well-known 
planter, this morning shot and killed 
his uncle, W. O. Evans, and his cousin, 
Oscar Evans, son of the latter. The kill- 
ing occurred near Woodberry, 5 miles 
from here, and, according to witnesses, 
was in self-defense. Walton was not 
arrested, and probably will not be. 

About a year ago there was trouble 
between the two families over stray- 
ing hogs. Walton lived on the farm 
adjoining the Evans place, and it is 
understood that he has since been in 
fear of them. 

A few weeks ago they engaged in a 
bloody fist fight in a-local court room 
following a trial in’ which they were 
all interested. 

Today the three met in Wheeler's 
store and engaged in conversation con- 
cerning some =§ litigation which was 
started by the Evans family recently. 
Hot words passed between Walton and 
the elder Evans, and it {s, alleged that 
the latter said: 

“We will just settle this matter once 
for all. My gun is in my wagon, and 
I will go out and get if,” 

Walton had been endeavoring to 
avoid trouble during the,entire time, it 
is said, and when the elder Evans 
started after his gun Walton attempt- 
ed to escape through. a rear door. 

As he passed out, however, he was 
halted by Oscar Evans, who: drew a 
revolver, and threatened to kill him if 
he moved another step. Walton hesi- 
tated for a moment, and seeing the 
elder Evans come from his wagon car- 
rying a shotgun, he hastily drew his 
revolver and shot the young man in 
the heart, killing him instantly. 

Walton then ran around the store .in 
an effort to escape from Evans. He 
was pursued, however,-and after fun- 
ning around the building four times, 
he turned suddenly and shot BE@&ns 
down as tie latter came around’ the 
corner of tHe building. _But one shot 
was fired. Evans died instantly 

There was no attempt made to arrest 
Walton, and he was generally com- 
mended for his action. The elder Evans 
had the reputation of being a very 
dangerous man. He recently killed a 
negro. Walton ig about 26 years of 
age; married and a prominent planter. 
The elder Evans was about 50 years 
of age, while his son was abotu the 
age of Walton.

The Marian Coal Company was in- 
volved in a damage suit, and had made 
complaints against coal-carrying rail- 
roads of Pennsylvania, charging rate 
discriminations, Every witness sug- 
gested by Mr. Boland and by “his 
brother, C. G. Boland, who was inter- 
ested with him in the coal company, 
was called by the house judiciary com- 
mittee and examined at great length. 

Culm Bank Deals. 

The testimony in many instances 
was flatly contradicted, but it was un- 
disputed that Judge Archbald was a 
party to several culm bank deals: to 
which the Lehigh Valley and the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western rail- 
roads were prospective parties. No at- 
tempt was made on the part of any 
witnesses to deny that in at Jeast one 
transaction Judge Archbald was to get 
$5,000 for his aid in selling a culm 
bank to one of the railroads,

ROOSEVELT LEADERS READY 
FOR BITTER FIGHT TODAY 


Republican National Commit- 
tee Postpones Texas, Wash- 
ington and Virginia Contests 
in Order to Allow Taft’s At- 
torneys Time to Prepare the 
Cases. 


Chicago, June 14.—President Taft 
today received six delegates at the 
hands of the republican national com- 
mittee in contests with the forces of 
Colonel Roosevelt. To that num- 
ber the committee added eight by the 
settlement of local fights between 
rival Taft delegations. Opposed to 
the day’s gain of 14 by © President 
Taft was another empty sheet for 
Colonel Roosevelt. 

When the committee adjourned at 
2:50 o’clock this afternoon the Texas, 
Virginia and Washington contests re- 
mained as the struggles in which the 
Roosevelt leaders are to center their 
strength tomorrow. Up to tonight 
the committee’s labors have resulted 
as follows: 

Today’s results: 

For Taft, in contest with Roosevelt 
—Oklahoma, first district, 2: Ten- 
nessee, second district, 2; ninth dis- 
trict, 2. 

In contests between rival Taft dele- 
gations—South Carolina, first dis- 
trict, 2; Tennessee, first district, 2; 
tenth district, 2; Alaska, 2. 

Total contests decided 186. 

For Taft, 173. 

For Roosevelt, 13. 

Remaining undecided, 68. 

None of the contests today brought 
out the strong partisan feeling that 
has characterized many of the argu- 
ments and decisions in the commit- 
tee room. In the three districts 
where Roosevelt contestants appeared 
the colonel’s partisans on the commit- 
tee voted against the seating of the 
Taft delegates, but the only strona 
comment was on the decision of the 
ninth Tennessee case, which Francis 
J. Heney asserted was a “cleap 
steal.” 

A eontest from Alaska that had not 
figured in the committee lists was dis- 
posed of without argument just before 
adjournment. Credentials from a con- 
testing delegation elected at Valdez, 
May 29, had been received by Seore- 
tary Hayward, but the committee de- 
cdined to consider them.

By an agreement to consolidate the 
Virginia contests and to attempt a 
consolidation of the Washington cases 
it was made possible to present all 
the remaining contests tomorrow, it is 


believed. 
Remaining Contests. 

The remaining contests include those 
of Texas, Virginia, Washington, the 
District of Columbia and the third dis- 
trict of North Carolina. In the fourth 
North Carolina district both delegates 
are understood to be for Roosevelt. 

In Virginia the chief issue is wheth- 
er or not the conventions electing Taft 
delegates were held in districts or 
buildings from which negfoes were 
exciuded. The Washington contests 
center about the control of the Wash- 
ington state convention. 

The contested delegates in Texas 
number 30; in Virginia, 20; in Wash- 
ington, 14; in the District of Columbia, 
2, and in North Carolina, 2. 

Oklahoma Considered 

The republican national committtee 
was called to order at 9:20 a. m. with 
thirty members present. It immedl- 
ately began consideration of the con- 
test in the third district of Oklahoma. 

A. A. Davidson, appearing for the 
Roosevelt contestants in the third Ok- 
lahoma district, said the question as 
to which set of delegates should be 
geated hinged on the legality of the 
two conventions held at Tulsa on the 
game day. With a majority of dele- 
gates declared for Roosevelt, he said, 
the convention was held according to 
the call. 

“The Taft faction hasn't even 
technicality to stand upon,” he sald. 
“Realizing a majority of the voters 
were for Roosevelt, the Taft men held 
a convention of their own. They went 
to a place not designated in the call. 
We sent a photographer to take a pic- 
ture of their convention, but he was 
kicked out. In their convention only 
120 persons, including spectators, were 
present.”’ 

Joseph A. Gill, heading the Taft del- 
e@#ation declared that just before the 
committee met at Tulsa, March 14, the 
committee “deposed” as chairman W. 
S. Cochran, who favored Roosevelt, 
“because of hig arbitrary and irregu- 
lar rulings and because he had 
changed his residence and was no 
longer a member of the committee.” 

Six other Roosevelt men also were 
excluded because their proxies were 
not acceptable, he said, 

Bolters Hold Convention, 

“Tne bolters proceeded to hold a 
convention in the opera house, con- 
trary to the official call,” declared Mr. 
Gill. “This meeting had no temporary 
roll of delegates prepared by the con- 
gressional committee and had no cre- 
dentials from the several counties.’ 

Francis J. Heney, holding a proxy, 
asked Mr. Gill whether it was the 
custom to designate the place at which 
the convention was to take place. Mr. 
Gill said that in this instance Taft 
adheremts had not so designated a 
place. Roosevelt attorneys contended 
a@ place for holding the convention had 
been fixed.

Samuel J. Ekder, of Boston, repre- 
senting Congressman Sellg and his as- 
sociates, said they were selected by 
the only regularly authorized conven- 
tions. An attempt had been made to 
defeat Congressman Sells, declared he, 
by “an illegal reorganization of the 
congressional committee.” 

The Sells delegation was seated. 
Committeeman Monday, of Tennessee, 
moved that Congressman Sells and his 
associates be recognized. Mr, Murphy, 
of New Jersey, suggested the seating 
of one delegate from each of the fac- 
tions, but the proposal received no 
support. 

Second Tennessee. 

The second Tennessee district con- 
test, taken up next, involved both a 
Taft-Roosevelt struggle and a fac- 
tional fight. The two Roosevelt dele- 
gates represented the Hale-Monday 
faction, while the Taft delegates, T. 
A. Wright and John J. Jennings, Jr., 
represented the faction led by Con- 
gressman R. W. Austin. 

H. B. Lindsay declared the Roose- 
velt delegates represented the “regu- 
lar’ faction that had been recognized 
four years ago by the republican na- 
tional convention. He said Congress- 
man Austin and his organization had 
been defeated at that time and that 
the republicans in the state had been 
divided ever since.

The gathering developed into an ex- 
perience meeting and was addressed 
by several of the Roosevelt contestiug 
delegates from southern states who 
had been unseated by the national 
committee. 

Taft Camp Active. 

In’ the meantime there was equal 
activity in the other camp. All day 
today John C. Eversman, aide to Di- 
rector McKinley, labored mightily pre- 
paring for the opening of a Taft re- 
ception room on the second floor of 
the headquarters hotel, the same floor 
that is partly occupied by the Roose- 
velt boosters’ headquarters. The Taft 
forces will occupy the presidential 
suite, and all day tomorrow, Taft rally 
meetings with prominent Taft sup- 
porters as speakers will alternate with 
the blaring of two bands while the 
speakers rest. Eversman has planned 
a ‘continuous performance” through- 
out the day and evening, and as the 
delegates come in and are registered 
at Taft headquarters they will be es- 
corted downstairs to the meeting 
room to come. under the influence of 
the speeches and music. 

Just opposite the Taft room the 
Roosevelt registration office and fre- 
ception room for delegates is located.

Steamers Entering American 
Ports Must Be Equipped 
to Save Everyone.

Washington, June 14.—All. ocean 
steamers entering American ports in 
the future must be equipped with life- 
boats sufficient to carry at one time 
every passenger and member of the 
crew, according to new regulations 
adopted by the steamboat inspection 
service and approved today by Secre- 
tary Nagel. 

In the case of coastwise, lake, bay 
and sound steamers, lifeboats for all 
must be carried, except. from 
May 15 to September 15, when, for 
various reasons, such travel ig com- 
paratively safe. During that period, 
coastwise steamers must have life- 
saving capacity for at least 60 per 
cent of those on board; and lake, bay 
and sound steamers for at least 30 per 
cent. In case of the latter class of 
vessels, also, provision need be made 
only for 10 per cent of the passengers 
and crew if the boats do not get 
further than five miles from land or 
do not navigate in waters deep 
enough to cover the vessel in case of 
disaster. 

River steamers are required to have 
lifeboat accommodation for 10 per 
cent of those aboard. A certain per- 
centage of the lifeboat or raft equip- 
ment, varying with the class of ves- 
sel. must be approved by the steam- 
boat inspection service.

But supplementing that is the fact that the com- 
bined driving power of Atlanta’s allied business interests can accom- 
plish more for the city as such, and its members individually, than 
the most energetic individual effort. 

An appealing feature of the latest crusade is that the fees de- 
rived from the expected new members are to be applied to the estab- 
lishment of a bureau’ of industries, as an adjunct to the functions 
of the chamber. . 

To a degree, the chamber as now constituted has been dis- 
charging the functions inhering in a bureau of industries. But the 
expansion of the city and the growing work of the organization 
in other directions have made it difficult for the regular machinery 
of the chamber to devote to the industrial phase that attention its 
importance and possibilities deserve. 

Atlanta is destined to become one of the great manufacturing 
centers of the south—the greatest in tle south, for that matter, and 


| one of the leading strategic manufacturing and distributing centers 


of the country. In the natural course of events, the city's pre- 
eminent advantage will materialize that destiny. But it can, and 
should, be accelerated by systematic and specialized endeavor. A 
duly-equipped and authorized bureau of industries would accom- 
plish excellent work toward that end. 

A “talking-point” of the campaign worth bearing in mind is 
‘he fact that the chamber is just now reaching toward its maximum 
period of achievement. Arrangements are already under way to 
nrovide its own building, under a financial plan which will not 
only lift the burden from members, but as well prove a source of 
passive profit to the Atlantans wise enough to get in on the ground 
floor of the investment. 

The committees charged with canvassing for new members 
ought to find their task simplified by the fact that their mission 
is not alone one ‘of civic welfare, but, what is of equal importance, 


one of sound business sense, touching the pocket and the prestige 
f 


of every Atlantan listed in their respective itineraries. 


ON THE JUST AND THE UNJUST. 


Pardon being granted us in advance for peddling a “bromid- 
iom,” it is in order to observe that this being pre-eminently a year 
of democracy, the weather in this ‘neck of the woods’ is aggressive- 
ly living up to the theory by visiting its penalties alike “upon the 
‘ust and the unjust.” The storm in Atlanta a night or two ago— 
the excess of rainfall throughout the spring, for that matter—ts a 
pat illustration of the apothegm that there are three great levelers 
~-death, music and the weather. 

Before the onslaughts, especially of the first and the last, caste 
melts and the artificial barriers reared by civilization find engage- 
ments elsewhere with undignified abruptness. Some men and 
women, and a few children, are impervious to the soothing or the 
stimulating effects of harmony. But where is the lusty or gusty 
hero or heroine who can boast that, at some one time in their 
‘ives, that vaunted “savoire faire” has not been shaken by the par- 
ticular brand dealt out bv the weather bureau ? 

One of earth’s funniest and most delectable spectacles, for in- 
stance, is to observe a gentleman of tall figure and austere car- 
riage driven to the necessity of chasing a silk hat across a wind 
swept street. Not without its jays is the exhibition of the citizen 
of small stature wrestling with an inverted umbrella. while the gale 
shrieks a discordant symphony to his desperate efforts to appear 
aonchalant. The attack upon the risibilities made by the appall- 
ing thud with which the man of sedate stride lands on a slippery 
sidewalk, then looks around sheepishly to see if there be interested 
spectators, is another of the relaxations the inclement and  some- 
times kindly elements vouchsafe to the blase populace. We re- 
irain, out of chivalrous impulse. from reference to the embarrass- 
ment of the lady with flowing garments forced to negotiate a gusty 
corner, while mild-eyed bystanders watch solicitously for develop- 
nents. 

After all, it is just as well that Atlanta, as other cities, sus- 
tains an epidemic of weather occasionally. It means a few dollars 
‘o put in plate-glass windows, a trifling delay when your trolley 1s 
stalled, a new hat drenched, the creases taken out of trousers and 
the “gimp” eliminated from the. frock with which your wife. so 
proudly left the hearthstone for the opera—-and probably made you 
wait two hours while she gave it the last few loving adjustments. 
But there are compensations. The\ are these: Teaching us all a 
lesson we can never learn too thoroughly, whether in the kinder- 
garten or the post-graduate course of life—that when all is said 
we are creatures of common mold, of mutual interests and passions 
and weaknesses, though sometimes pride and a veneer, painfully- 
acquired, conspire to made us momentarily forget these facts. 
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CALMNESS OF BRITISH JUSTICE, 


In no respects is the sure-footed poise of English judicial proc- 
esses more vividly illustrated than in the British inquiry into the 
causes leading up to and aggravating the Titanic disaster. It is 
now reported, on seeming excellent authority, that the board of 
inquiry will find that the steamship Californian was at fault in re- 
ceiving and not quickly responding to the “S. O. 5S.” signals of the 
doomed vessel, and that there are comparatively few lessons to be 
learned from the catastrophe} since it was one of an extraordinary 
nature which may not be repeated for many decades. 

To an extent, we may legitimately take issue with the latter 
iinding. Ocean disasters other than that of the Titanic have driven 
home the warning that every ocean-going vessel should have a 
full complement of lifeboats, life-preservers and liferafts, not to 
mention a duplicate wireless equipment and corps of operators. 

This said, it remains that in the main the tentative findings 


c’ the British board are apt to be of a just and constructive nature.

The American inquiry, conducted while hysteria naturally pre- 


vailed, brought out many valuable: points, but also indicated the 
primary weakness of our national legal procedure—its hop-skip-and- 
jump nature, the tendency to glorify technicalities and the super- 
ficiality and bias which too often work with other forces to weaken 
justice in this country. 

It may safely be assumed that before England gets through with 
the Titanic probe the responsibilities and lessons of that calamity 
will have been drained dry. It will all be done, too, in a reasona- 
ble length of time, but without flurry, without grand-stand play 
and without discrimination as between the high and the low, the 
rich and the poor. 

The Constitution has often cited British justice, with its surety 
and sanity, as offering an excellent model for our topsy-turvy and in- 
efficient methods. Our contentions bid fair to be borne out with 
mathematical exactitude in the Titanic investigation now draw- 
ing to a conclusion. | : 


TURNING OF THE AUTO WORM. 


Automobile owners and users of New York have united in a 
movement to protect themselves against excessive charges for extra 
parts and garage repairs, securing papers of incorporation outlining 
a systematic campaign against the abuses of which they complain. 

The movement is likely to become, in the course of time, nation- 
wide. In some instances. in some parts of the country, and with a 
percentage of factories, fairness has. been the keynote. But here 
and there has cropped up the old cynical railroad tendency to exact 
afl ‘the traffic would bear.” It is likely that the boomerang-effect 
of the practice ttpon the automobile industry would, automatically, 
bring relief from the inside. 

But any action that accelerates reform is to be welcomed, pro- 
vided it does not proceed to hysterical extremes, as did railroad 
regulation, so-called, several years ago.

Manufacturers of Cut Glass. 


Only during the past few years hus 
the art of cutting glass developed in 
the United States, and now it sur- 
passes any manufactured in the world. 
It has unequaleg sharpness of cutting 
and xreat brilMance. There is onl) 
one Kind of glass that can be cut suc- 
cessfully; this is called lead flint glass 
It is: much heavier than any other, 
also much softer and has a beautiful 
resonant, metallic ring. 

The blanks, as they come from the 
blowing machine, are given to ihe 
cutter, who marks on the surface a 
design with a camel's hair brush 
using red lead paints. The glass is 
then cut to a certain depth on these 
lines with soft steel wheels driven by 
power. Sand, or carborundum mix>-d 
with water, runs from a hopper in a 
Steady stream on the cutting wheels. 
This first process is called “rough- 
ing.” ‘ 

The articles are then given to 
other glass cutter, who goes all over 
the rougher work with different kinds 
of fine sandstones and cuts in the mvre 
delicate work, which cannot be done 
on a soft steel wheel. This leaves the 
article .with a dull gray finish, Arti- 
ficial stones, made from alundum, 
used for the finer work, such as 
sliver diamond and the~ small stars, 
because these stones are much harder 
than those that come from the quar- 
ries of England and Scotland. 

When the glass is smooth it is thor- 
oughly washed with soap and luke- 
warm water and dried in boxwood 
sawdust, this being the second process 
called “smoothing.” The article = iss 
then painted inside with warm par- 
affin and is ready to polish. This ‘s 
done by dipping it into a mixture of 
hydrofluoric acid and oil of vitriol 
contained in a lead pot.
